Year-to-date, 
however, the number of ham tickets mailed 
out by the FCC is substantially up.

FIRST HAM TO BE SENTENCED TO PRISON 


Richard A. Burton (ex-WB6JAC) of Reseda, 
California, has been sentenced to prison 
for "broadcasting without a license." 
Burton had been previously charged with 
not only operating without a valid amateur 
license but also with using obscene, inde- 
cent and profane language on the amateur 
airwaves. Burton originally lost his 
license in 1981 when he failed to respond 
to FCC inquiries. 

In June of 1982 he was sentenced to 
five years in jail, but only ordered to 
serve six months and placed on probation 
for five years. The balance of the sen- 
tence was suspended. 

He appealed the sentence and the eS 
Court reversed the two felony convictions 
for “broadcasting obscene language” but 
affirmed the four misdemeanor violations 
for “operation without a license." He had 
been caught on the ham bands on four diff- 
erent occasions after his license had been 
revoked. The Ninth Circuit Court of App- 
eals remanded the case back to the U.S. 
District Court for resentencing. 

Last Week, Judge Manuel Real, the chief 
District Judge for the Central District of 
California, sentenced Burton to federal 
prison on four counts of amateur radio op- 
eration without a license. The sentence 
was complicated. Essentially, Judge Real 
imposed a one year sentence on each of the 
first two misdemeanor (operating without 
a license) violations and additional one 
year sentences on each of the last two with 
Six months of these suspended - mak ing a 
total of three years. 

Real further ruled, however, that the 
first two (1 year) sections and the last 
two 6 month sections of the sentence be 
served in two concurrent periods making a 
total of 18 months "hard time." With good 
behavior, Burton will be eligible for par- 
ole in about a year. A court ordered five 


year probation will follow with the restric-: 


tion that Burton not participate in "broad- 
casting of any type." 

This is a stiffer sentence than antici- 
pated...more severe than the original be+ 
fore appeal. It is probable that Judge 
Real considered that Burton violated a 
bail order which required him not to oper- 
ate amateur radio or be on the radio in any 
way during the appeal process. Burton par- 
ticipated in ham band phone patches through 
other licensed ham radio stations, but 
thought that the restriction did not extend 
to phone patches. 


Thus Richard Burton becomes the first 


amateur to be sentenced to prison for ham \ 


radio violations. 


The government has sent 
Out a strong message to the amateur comm- 
unity that ham radio operation is a privi- 
lege and continued violations in bold de- 
fiance of the law can indeed result in cri- 
minal penalties and imprisonment. Burton 
was due to surrender to authorities at noon 
on Monday, January 23rd, to begin serving 
his sentence. 

FINES ISSUED FOR ILLEGAL OPERATION

Two licensed amateur radio operators 
have paid heavy fines due to their use of 
ea Shortwave spectrum. 

Ronald F. Arsenault KA2QMX, of Clifton, 
NY, and Dave L. Goodfellow KA2GWV of 
Hampton, VA, were fined following a joint 
investigation involving the Commission's 
New York and Norfolk field offices and 
long range direction finding by various 
FCC Monitoring stations. 

Arsenault was fined $1,100 and Good- 
Fellow $600 for willful out-of-band opera- 
tion and transmission of false call signs. 
In addition, Arsenault refused to allow 
inspection of his amateur station. Both 
amateurs hold Technician Class licenses. 

Both operators were part of a small 
group of amateur operators that regularly 
operated on a frequency several hundred 
kilohertz outside the allocated 40 meter 
amateur band, the FCC said in a January 
11 bulletin. 


CB MSKIP SHOOTER" LOSES HAM TICKETS 


An FCC Administrative Law Judge, 

Joseph Stirmer, has revoked the (Technician 
Class) license of Paul 0. Overlock, oper- 
ator of amateur radio station N6BHC, of 
Sepulveda, California. 

Stirmer found that Overlock had operated 
his CB radio five years ago on an unauth- 
orized frequency (27.630 and 27.660 MHz) 
uSing non-type accepted equipment. ..commun- 
icating over a distance of 250 kilometers 
and failing to identify his station. His 
CB license was revoked on May 8, 1980. 

Despite Overlock's good conduct in op- 
erating his ham station since the viola-. 
tions occured in 1979, the judge said, 
this type of violation could not be over- 
looked. The judge did, however, recommend 
that Overlock be permitted to file a new 
license application within 90 days. 

The reason for the huge (five year) 
delay was caused by the FCC having held the 
proceeding in abeyance pending resolution 
of another case (involving Bernard J. Win- 
ner, WD8CMB of Arizona) which determined 
that violations in one radio service can 
indeed result in license revocation in a- 
nother. Overlock had passed the General 
Class amateur operator examination on 
September 26, 1979.

CHAIN LETTER 


This is the Postmaster's response to the 
chain letter an Amateur in 5 land is cir- 
culating among us. Two MDARC Amateurs that 
I know of have received them and turned the 
letters over to authorities.

Dear Postal Customer: 


This is in response to your complaint re- 
garding the receipt of a chain letter. 


While there is no postal law prohibiting the 
chain-letter technique per se, there are 
statutory prohibitions and restrictions 

on various uses of the mails, pursuant to 
which particular uses of chain letters 

could be challenged. 


The type of letter ordinarily being chall- 
enged by the Postal Service conflicts with 
postal lottery, false representation, or 
fraud statutes. Kkoffers a prize (large 
amounts of money), receipt of which de- 
pends upon the chance that later recipients 
of the chain letter, over whom the partici- 
pant has no control, would also participate 
in accordance with the letter's terms. 
Payment of a fee to sponsors listed in the 
letter is a requisite. 


This type of chain letter bases its Claim 
of legality on elements of the scheme such 
as providing "reports" or other items of 
alleged value to payers of the “partici- 
pation fee." In our view, such elements do 
not immunize this chain-letter scheme from 
challenge under the aforementioned postal 
laws. | 


We have contacted the promoter of this - 
Scheme advising the individual of the 
violations involved. Your interest in con- 
tacting our Service concerning this matter 
1S appreciated.
